Two former 
Army intelligence servicemen ac­ 
cused of spying for Russia were 
brought into U. S. District Court 
briefly today, but their formal ar­ 
raignment was put off until Mon­ 
day. 
Judge Alexander Hotzoff delayed 
the arraignm ent of Otto Verber, 
31, and Kurt Ponger, 39. to afford 
j them opportunity to study the in­ 
dictment against them and to con­ 
sult counsel. 
Verber and Ponger, arrested In 
! Vienna where they were studying 
under the G. I. Bill of Rights, ar­ 
rived here in shackles early today 
by plane. They are accused of be­ 
ing members of an international 
spy ring operating here and abroad 
under the direction of Yuri V. Novi­ 
kov, second secretary of the Soviet 
Embassy. 
A third American, Waiter Lau- 
ber, is in custody for questioning 
in Vienna. 
U. S 
sources in Vienna said 
others would be questioned. Lau- 
ber’s Austrian-born wife. Cecile, 
36, a natrualized American, was 
reported to have disappeared and 
was believed to have fled to the 
Ru>sian-controlled zone of the city.

CONCRETE ROAD 
UNSUNG '‘STAR1’ 
OF NEW MOVIE 


WASHINGTON W—A mile and 
one tenth stretch of concrete road 
in M aryland is the "s ta r" of a 
new m ovie—and it ought to get 
a special O scar because of the 
beating it took in the process. 
This non-talking sta r is a test 
road used by the Highway Re­ 
search Board of the National Re­ 
search Council to study the effects 
of driving heavily-laden trucks over 
it day and night, seven days a 
week for six months. 
The 
governm ent’s 
Bureau 
of 
Public 
Roads 
<BPR> 
which co­ 
operated in the tests—designed to 
give tips on the best m eans of 
delaying dam age to the nation’s 
highways—cam e out today with a 
movie of the whole project. 
C racks 
galore—and 
other 
evi­ 
dence of dam age—were shown on 
the road which was in good shape 
at the start. 
Scientific Findings 
The film was a pictorial follow-up 
of scientific findings of the tests, 
published som e tim e ago. Deputy 
Com m issioner H. S. Fairbank of 
BPR told a reporter the findings 
could be sum m arized this way: 
"T ruck 
loadings, 
even 
within 
legal lim its—to say nothing of ex­ 
cessive illegal loadings—are a m a­ 
jor contributing factor to the dam - , 
aging of concrete highways. And. 
the heavier they are the quicker 
they do the dam age.” 
He said th a t truck owners, in 
th 
past, 
have 
contended 
"that 
weather, such as frost and rain ” I 
-/ere the sole causes of highway 


dam age. Fairbank added that while 
such things entered into the picture, 
the test results show that truck 
loadings are a m ajor factor. 
The film showed eight loaded 
trucks—scooting back and forth in 
special lanes on the tests stretch, 
located on U. S. Route 301 about 
nine m iles south of L aP lata in 
Southern M aryland. 
A com m entator who gave a vir­ 
tual play-by-play account of the 
tests, said the findings constitute 
"a w arning against any further in­ 
creasing of axle loadings’’ beyond 
present legal limits. 
While m axim um load allowances 
vary for different states, all of 
the loadings used in the tests were 
within the legal lim its of one or 
m ore states. 
At H arrisburg, Pa., State Assem­ 
blym an Baker Royer (R -Lancaster) 
said today a report on a legislative 
study of the controversial truck 
weight issue will be "one of the 
m ost elaborate’’ in the history of 
Pennsylvania Joint State Govern­ 
m ent Commission.
